arrest about two months ago of Ix>uis 
Davidson, head of the Universal Cloth 
Shrinking and Refinishing Works. 
Lieut. Barnitz, in conjunction with 


the federal 
authorities, investigated 


the alleged frauds, w-hich ho said in- 
cluded thefts in other parts or 
the 


country. He asserted that a plot of 
nation-wide proportions hsul been un- 
covered and that investigations in oth- 
er cities would probably be

War Finance Corporation With 
Capital of $4,500,000,000 to 
Extend Aid to War Industries 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—By unani- 


mous action the administration bill to 
create a wa,r finance corporation with 
capital of $4,500,000,000 to extend gov- 
ernment aid to war industries was or- 
dered favorably reported today by the 
senate finance committee. 


One of the most important amend- 


ments adoted by the committee would 
take from the directors of the cor- 
poration the power to license private 
security Issues and 
place it in the 


hands of a capital issues committee ap- 
pointed by the federal reserve board 
and to include three memners or that 
board and not more than seven mem 
bers in all. 


Another important amendment would 


limit the directors' power to make di- 
rect loans, not through banking agen- 
cies. 
Such loans might be made only 


to railroads, public utilities or going 
organizations necessary or 
contribu- 


tory to the prosecution of tho war and 


were in the judgment of the director 
of "exceptional importance in publi 
interest." 


The bill also was amended to maki 


the directors of the corporation ap 
pointable by the president with con 
firmation by the senate instead, of by 
Secretary McAdoo. 


McAdoo, however, has- agreed to al 


the amendments and it is believed thei 
will command the support of the re;

big. financial centres took more than 
their share and offset the scanty sub- 
scriptions from the rest of the coun- 
try. 


About ?2,500,000,000 in certificates re- 


inain to^be isued at the higher rate 
before:*the third loan campaign, prob- 
ably in -April, and the rate for all will 
be 4 ]>2 per cent. 


This increase in the rate offers an 


indication of the treasury's perspec- 
tive on money market conditions which 
may affect the next Liberty loan. The 
second .Liberty loan, issued at 4 per 
cent., was preceded l>y several issues 
of certificates-, at 3-1-2 per cent., but 
this rate was increased to 4 per cent. 
ff>r the last blocks before the second 
loan. A similar situation preceded the 
first loan, which was at 3 1-2 per cent. 
In both cases the interest rate of the 
loan was. the' same as the rattf^bn the 
last issue, of certificate preceding1.

Judging from 


the council's discussions of the eat 
mates as published in the press, 
appears that there is little inclinatio 
on the part of the members to reduc 
the expenses to the extent necessar 
this year. 
But it is well at this tim 


to give the 
municipal 
council fai 


warning that unless they keep th 
tax rate for the present year down t 
the'lowest possible figure, they nee 
never again seel; re-election at . th 
hands of the people of Lowell. 


Here we are in the midst of a wa 


that has brought increased expend! 
tures and many deprivations to 
classes. 
The merchants 
and 
th 


business men in particular are suffer 
ing from cumulative expenditures an 
demands coming from charitable an' 
patriotic movements that simply mus 
be maintained. 


On top of all this come the increase) 


state and federal taxes which are nee 
essary for tho prosecution of the war 
and are paid cheerfully because ilia 
is the only means by which the nation 
can be sustained in running a grea 
war. 
Nobody except a slacker grum 


bles at paying these taxes. 
Not so 


however, with an extravagant tax rat 
piled up by men who consider the! 
political future rather than the inter 
ests of the city and the taxpayers. 


Our /municipal 'council may as wel 


realize now that the merchants, the 
taxpayers and even the wage earners 
want a low tax rate this year; and 
they feel;that to obtain that objec' 
the city government should economize 
wherever possible and 
should 
also 


postpone any undertaking that can 
wait until after the war. If we have 
to scrimp and conserve in fue), in diet 
in clothing, in entertainments and the 
ordinary pleasures of life, why not also 
in our municipal household in which 
the members of the municipal counc: 
have charge of the city's^usihess? 


Let it be understood by these gentle- 


men now -haggling over increased es- 
timates, that the people demand not 
only that the tax rate shall not be in- 
creased but that it be reduced from 
the present figure. In spite of the in- 
crease in wages in various depart- 
ments this can be done, if the council 
only adopts the proper course.. To 
slash the estimates to attain this ob- 
ject may result in dropping men. It 
is well understood that some depart- 
ments at present have too many men 
employed. Why should men be re- 
tained if they are not needed, mereb 
out of political considerations? 


We are in the midst of times when 


the most rigid economy must be prac- 
tised or else the wrath of the taxpay- 
ers, the rentpayers and citizens of all 
classes will bring 
swift 
retribution 


upon the men who are responsible for 
such a betrayal of the common rights 
and interests of all the people. 


Let it he understood also that the 


burdens already brought upon our peo- 
ple by the war are not a-circumstance 
to what the future may bring not only 
in taxes but in added expenditures: and 
I/iuerty loans that must be met at any 
sacrifice, because they are necessary 
to sustain our army and navy in light- 
ing the battles not alone for preserving 
our own liberties but for bringing free- 
dom to all tho other nations of 
the 


earth. 


In these times we can get 
along 


without many things that would nat- 
urally be insisted upon under^ordinary 
circumstances. With a high" munici- 
pal tax rate many of our people will 
not be able to render the necessary 
aid to the war. Tlie cost of living is, 
high and becoming higher even' day. 
There 
are 
municipal 
expenditure: 


that can be cut oft entirely as non- 
essential, while even the 
essential 


can be greatly reduced. In war times 
we must make 
sacrifices. Let 
the 


members 
of the municipal council 


realize that they must adopt extraor- 
dinary methods to meet the extraordi- 
nary conditions that confront our city 
this year and that may continue for 
another year or even longer. 


Upon their shoulders rests the re- 


sponsibility for' conserving the city's 
interests by reducing the tax rate. If 
they fail they will thereby have earn- 
ed the condemnation of tlie taxpayers 
and citizens fienerally. Hence at this 
time they may as well take warning 
that unless they meet the demand of 
the hour by so cutting the estimates 
that the tax rate will be reduced, they 
need never again come before the peo- 
ple of Lowell to seek a re-cicction. 


OUR WAR PLANS PRAISED 


The people of Kngland arc as liable 


to get aroused against their govern- 
ment without cause as those of .any 
other nation. 
The receiu excitement 


over the retirement of General Sir 
Wiiliam Robertson as chief of staff is 
a. case in point. 
The people took up 


his cause ngainst the action of the 
prime minister and the Allied 
War 


Council 
and 
were in a mood that 


might easily 
have resulted 
In tho 


overthrow of the ministry. 


When generals are shifted from one 


position to another In France there is 
no popular protest. 
The people aa- 


^Uiue' that such aotlon is not taken 
without cause; but, in England the 
people led by certain prominent Jour- 
nals and politicians less scrupulous, 
nilflc a howl ami demand an explana- 
tion. 
It Is not tho first time tho 


military generals of Kngland have de- 
fied the government. 
It is well re- 


membered how they mutinied when 
asked to take initial steps towards 
Hie prevention of Carson's rebellion '.'• 
Ulster. 
The spineless 
Asquith sub' 


milted to their dictation instead of as- 
serting the power and authority of the 
government. 
As a result they have 


been bolder ever since; but they can- 
not browbeat Lloyd George as they 
did Asquith. 


This action of General Robertson 


raised such a clamor in the country 
that the premier, although suffering 
from a cold and the strain of over- 
work, had to go. before parliament 
and explain the situation which made 
General Robertson's retirement 
im- 


perative. 
The premier referring to 


tlie plan of military action advocated 
by America 
at 
the Supreme War 


Council said: 


'"It is one of the ablest documents 


ever submitted to a military confer- 
ence. 
The only 'reason why I do not 


read it to the house is that it is mixed 
up with the plan of military oper- 
ations." 


This plan, according to the premier, 


was advocated "with irresistible logic," 
and yet General Robertson was pres- 
ent and while he did npt offer any ob- 
jection he expressed his disapproval 
afterwards and thus made his reten- 
tion as chief of staff under this new 
arrangement impossible. 
, Thus again 


did the British premier 
silence a 


storm of criticism quite similar in 
some respects to that which has as- 
sailed President Wilson. 
This high 


tribute to the military plans of the 
United States authorities is another 
proof of President Wilson's keenness 
as a military adviser. 


Thus at the instigation of the Wash- 


ngton authorities, the allied 'powers 
have at last adopted a plan 
under 


which Germany will be confronted by 
one military machine, every part of 
which will move as part of a great 
military unit, fully co-ordinated and 
directed under international 
control. 


Had this system been adopted early in 
he war instead of having the allied 
owers conduct so many separate 
wars, the struggle might have been 
irided years ago. 


The premier's speech 
shows that 


British generals still object to co- 
peration with the other allies, un- 
der the American plan, forgetting that 
jut for the United States the subma- 
rine warfare alone would have put 


ingland out of action. 


THE COAL SITUATION 


The coal situation in New England 


s rather discouraging at the present 
line and conservation of fuel is urged 
more emphatically than ever. Some of 
he manufacturers of New England 
eel alarmed at the outlook; but we 
believe that the government will see to 
t that 
the 
factories 
will receive

overthrow of the ministry. 


When generals arc shifted from one 


position to another in France there is 
no popular protest.

K';imc. tlint such action is not token 
without cause; but. In England tho 
people led by certain prominent Jour- 
nals nnd politicians less 
scrupulous, 


raise ii howl and demand nn explana- 
tion, 
it is not tlio first tlmo tho 


military generals of England have de- 
lied the government. 
It is well re- 


membered how they mutinied when 
asked to take initial steps towards 
the prevention of Carson's rebellion in 
Ulster. 
The spineless Asquith sub- 


mitted to their dictation instead of as- 
serting tlie power and authority of the 
government. 
As a result they have 


been bolder ever since; but they can- 
not browbeat Lloyd George as they 
did Asquith. 


This action of General Robertson 


raised such a clamor in the country 
that the premier, although suffering

and explain the situation which made 
General Robertson's

control. 


Had this system been adopted early in 
the war instead of having the allied

the Associated Press)—Control of the 
air in the American sector belongs to 
the enemy. 
Any officer at the 
front 


will make this declaration—all 
have 


made it. The control is obvious. Ger- 


an airplanes come and go over the 


American lines almost at will. 


Every time the Germans come -over 


their path through the sky Is followed 
by 
fleecy 
-shrapnel 
puffs, 
but 
tha 


chances of hitting an 
airplane 
with 


anti-aircraft shells is so remote that 
the enemy aviators calmly fly alone as 
if on a pleasure, tour. Every now and 
then airplanes on this side attack the 
enemy. They always do this when they 
get a chance, but the Boche is clever 
while flying and manages to come over 
and take pictures,- make 
observations 


and do virtually whatever else ho de- 
sires and then sail home without in- 
terruption. Nearly always he is at an
